Awaiting Orders 
The announcement that a second 
contingent of 22,000 men would be 
sent from Canada to battle for the 
Empire was received with consider- 
able enthusiasm by the officers of 
the 45th Regiment this morning. 
The Post interviewed Major Fee, 
the commanding officer of the 45th 
Regiment, today concerning the mat- 
ter, and was informed that word was 
being awaited from headquarters re- 
garding enlistment and when official 
word was received, an immediate call 
would be issued for recruits. 


Tokyo, (UPI)—Don't be surprised if 
Canada’s basketball team in the 1964 
Olympic Games rewrites the “Rags to 
Riches” story. 

When the Canadian Squad beat 
Cuba in the qualifying series on the 
final day at Yokohama Sunday, they 
earned a berth in the Olympic series 
proper. 

What.is more important, though, is 
that they earned the respect of their 
own Olympic committee. 

The Canadian Olympic Committee 
had refused to pay the team’s way to 
the games on the grounds that most of 
the members of the committee just 
didn’t think the team was good en- 
ough to compete against such basket- 
ball powers as Olympic Champion Un- 
ited States, Russia, world champion 
Brazil and Mexico. 

However, the team—the augement- 
ed Toronto Dow-Kings—thought dif- 
ferently and decided to make the trip 
to Yokohama anyway. They chip- 
ped in for their expenses and enlisted 
the help of Canadian ‘businessmen to 
raise the $18,000 needed for the jour- 
ney. 

Before departing for Japan, the 
team asked for and receiyed a commit- 
ment from the G.0.A. that it would pick 
up the tab if the team qualified for the 
Olympics proper. 

In the 10-nation qualifying tourney 
the Dow-Kings won seven of their nine 
games and finished third behind Mexico 

and Australia. That qualified them 
for the games starting this Saturday 
and reimbursement of their money. 

“Tt’s been a heck of a fight but we 
made it,” said a jubilant coach Doug 
Heaslip of Port Credit, Ont. “You can’t 
imagine what this meant to us.” 

Heaslip, however, has no illusions 
about his team’s chances in the 16- 
nation Olympic Basketball tournament. 

“Without a doubt, this is the best 
team we've ever sent to the Olympics 

or world championships,” Heaslip 
sald, “but {t might be asking too 
much of us to beat out the United 
States and Russia. We just aren’t 
in their league.” ; 

Still Heaslip, who caught lightning 
in the bottle once and hopefully thinks 
he can do it again, left the door open 
to a possible upset.

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Our Heritage: 
Lest We Forget 


By R. G. Lovell* 


Between 70 and 75 percent of the 
people in Canada today have no actual 
association with or personal recollec- 
tion of the First World War, Between 
40 and 42 percent have no actual asso- 
ciation with or personal recollection of 
World War I. 


The average age of First War vet- 
erans is 78 and that of Second War 
veterans 49, Between. the census 
years 1951 and 1961, 184,000 Canadian 
war veterans died. In a few years 
there will be no First War veterans liv- 
ing, and soon, too, as time goes, there 
will be no more Second War veterans. 

If 75 percent of the present popula- 
tion of Canada have no personal reco- 
lection of World War 1, then they 
cannot remember those who died in 
4914-18, and if 42 percent of our peo= 
ple know nothin of World War If they 
cannot remember those who fought 
and died in that conflict. 

To the growing generations, and to 
future generations, our country’s war 
dead, and those who fought and lived 
to return, will be merely history —his- 
tory of which they, personally, have 
neither direct knowledge nor actual 
association. To them, the men who 
fought, who suffered battle wounds, 
who died in action, will be unknown, 
for they cannot, of course, remember 
those whom they never knew. True, 
the names of those men-are chiselled in 
cold, unresponsive stone, embossed on 
tablets of brass,or written in Old Eng- 
lish on thousands of honour rolls a- 
cross the length and breadth of the 
country—but they are names of men 
and women they never ,knew. 

This is not important; it is the way 
of all life. Nevertheless, as two groups 
of Canadian citizens who did so much 
for humanity, for freedom, for right, 
they ought to be remembered — the 
men of the old C.H.F. and of the old 
C.A.S.F. 


In 1914-18 the men of the old CEF. - 


wrote the name of Canada in blood 
on the scroll of history so that the 
world and future generations might 
know their valour. From Ypres to 
Mons it was written, boldly and plain- 
ly.  “Blarsted colonials,” they were 
called, but they finished up as one 
united Canadian Corps under’ the 
command of a Canadian general —Sir 


Arthur Currie. During those years ~ 


Canada’s nationhood became a real- 
ity and as a nation she sat at the con- 
ference table when the Peace Treaty 
of Versailles was concluded. 

From 1939 to 1945 the sons and 
daughters of many of these First War 
veterans, together with thousands of 
other young Canadians, again wrote 
the name of Canada with their blood. 
On the high seas, in the air, at Dieppe, 
on the beaches of Sicily, up the leg of 
Italy, on the shores of Normandy, up 
through Northwest Europe they fought 
and died, until the enemy was again 
driven back across the Rhine and the 
world’s mightiest war machine was ut~ 
terly destroyed for the second time in 
a quarter century. Today’s young gen- 
erations, and future generations 
too must be  inculcated © with 
the tremendous importance of these 
events. They must be taught to real- 
ize, even as we must, that all we have 
in life, all that has made for the uplift- 
ing of the human soul, all that has 
made this old world a better place in 
which to liye has come to them through 
the efforts and valour of their fore- 
bears. 

Too often the amenities and privil- 
eges of life are taken for granted as 
our natural birthright and heritage. 
Too often it is forgotten that they have 
come to us through the hardships, the 
labour, the blood, sweat and tears, the 
anguish and grief, the loneliness, the 
deprivations, the pain, the suffering, 
the courage in the face of adversity and 
the sacrifice even unto death of our 
forebears. 

This heritage of ours we hold only 
in trust, as a generation and as individ- 
uals. It is our bounden duty to keep it 
Glean and spotless, unimpaired and in- 
violate, and hand it on to future gen- 
erations bigger, better and nobler in 
each single part because we, as Cana- 
dians, have been privileged to pass this 
way.

Disappearing 
Copy Typist 


The first shot which might ring the 
death knell of millions of copy typists 
throughout the world was fired in the 
U.K. this week when the powerful 
Rank Xerox organisation launched a 
compact office copier small enough to 
fit on an ordinary office desk. 

This is a little sister to the fantastic- 
ally-suecessful Rank Xerox 914 office 
copier. Since it was introduced in 
1957. it has soared to £14 million 
turnover in seven years, with 70 per 
cent. of the business coming from 14 
subsidiary companies established over- 
seas. The copier provides an instant 
dry, permanent copy on ordinary paper, 
but with the miniaturization of the 
machine down to a cabinet one-seventh 
the size of the original, it brings it to 
every office desk. 

A £1 million factory has been built 
in Gloucestershire in the West Country 
to produce the new mini-copier which 
will take the place of carbon paper and 
the copy typist. 


Renard gone to dogs! 


Yoicks! The fox has gone to the 
dogs! 

Poor Renard, once the darling of the 
society set and immortalized foreyer in 
several of Aesop's fables, seems des- 
tined to a future of running for dear 
life just a few steps ahead of a pack of 
yappin hounds, 

If you can call that a future. 

Andrew Stewart, chief of the Fur 
Section, Canada Department of Agri- 
culture, commenting on the latest Fur 
Report issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, points to 1947 as the be- 
ginning of the end for the wily fox. 
That is, in terms of demand and conse- 
quent value. 

The immediate post war years also 
firmly established mink as the world’s 
most popular fur. Despite man’s ef- 
forts to simulate nature by producing 
a synthetic substitute, “Mink” remains 
the magic word for women’s coats, 
jackets, capes, stoles and trims. 

The fox pelt industry enjoyed fan- 
tastic success fololwing the turn of the 
century. In 1919, (first year for 
which D.B.S. figures are available) 
2,618 pelts were sold at an average 
price of $201.74 each. By 1928 fox 
farming was a 2 million dollar a year 
Canadian industry. Production con- 
tinued to skyrocket during the 30’s 


reaching a peak in 1939 when 7,060 
farms produced 240,827 pelts. 


But 1946 was the industry’s last 
good year. Fashions changed and 
short-haired furs such as mink and 
beaver became the vogue. Fox pelt 
prices plummeted the next year and 
have never recovered, In 1962 only 53 
Canadian fox farms were still in busi- 
ness, producing 1,647 pelts at an aver- 
age price of about $10. 

In Mr. Stewart's opinion there will 
always be some demand for good qual- 
ity fox pelts, but the really good years 
are not likely to return unless fashions’ 
dictates restore the fur to m’lady’s 
fancy. 

And who can forecast anything as 
fickle as fashion? 
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Geranium Cuttings 
can be started now 


September and early October are 
suitable times to start new cuttings of 
Geraniums and Coleus. Horticultur- 
ists with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture say that side shoots or tips 
of branches should be cut off just be- 
low a node where the leaves come out. 
They should be four inches long and 
the lower leaves should be trimmed off 
to facilitate planting. 

Dip the cut end in a rooting hormone 
and then insert in the rooting medium. 
A 4-inch pot will accommodate up to 
four cuttings; use clean, sharp sand or 
perlite for the rooting medium. The 
medium should be kept moist but not 
saturated. 

To prevent wilting enclose the cut- 
tings with a plastic bag or glass jar. 
When the cuttings begin to root, re- 
moye the covering gradually. Shade 
the cuttings from direct sun, but oth- 
erwise allow plenty of light. 


Transfer the young plants to small ; 


pots when their roots are 1 to 2 inehes 
Jong. —Ont. Dept. of Agriculture 


Forest Potential 


Stretching across Northern Ontario, 
reaching into both Quebec and Mani- 
toba, bounded on the north by Hudson 
Bay and on the south by the Precam- 
brian Shield, is the greatest continuous 
expanse of peatland in the world next 
to the peatlands in the U.S.S\R. The 
presence of this area of organic soil 
has long been considered an unmiti- 
gated evil but this position is being 
reconsidered by some. 

Attention, until recently, has been 
upon other resources in the north — 
mines and communities of other 
types were virtually isolated for long 
periods of the year because the peat 
soils constituted a watery desert over 
which conventional transport could 
not move. Experiments have provyid- 
ed new methods of mapping safe routes 
and new forms of semi-amphibious 
transport to make the mineral resou>- 
ces more available. 

Yet these organic soils may, in the 
near future, be of immense importance 
in their own right and may provide a 
variety of crops. 

Peat, in itself; is a useful: material. 
While its potentialities have been over- 
shadowed in this country by the avail- 
ability of oil, gas and coal, peat else- 
where has been made into paper, spun 
into clothing, used as a dressing for 
wounds and as the basis for chemically 
imported products. In Hire now, be- 
tween four and five millions tons of 
peat are harvested annually and used 
as fuel directly or as the basic energy 
to provide electric power. Similar el- 
ectric developments exist in the U. S. 
S. R. and in Finland. Peatlands are 
becoming more and more the sites of 
highly productive forests in the count- 
ries of Northern Burope and Asia, Mr. 
McEwen points out and adds: 

“Looking at our own Hudson Bay 
Lowland, it is startling to note that 
excellant forests extend as ribbons 
along water courses where drainage is 
efficient. Farther back from the 
streams, growth diminishes until we 
find immense areas covered with sod- 
den moss and stagnant, scrubby trees. 
This pattern exists far north of what 
is considered our commercial forest 
zone. A few years ago, a Swedish 
scientist, Hugo Sjors, travelling under 
the auspices of our National Museum, 
reported spruce trees 100 feet high and 
100 years of age at the junction of the 
Attawapiskat and the Musketei Rivers. 
With this evidence of growth over 
many years, it is obvious that climatic 
conditions favour good tree growth. 

“Over the past few decades, experi- 
ments in drainage have been carried 
out and the early results were quite 
successful. The most promising fac- 
tor is that as new, growing forests are 
created, the overburden of peat will 
decrease, the sites will offer more nut- 
rients and the rate of improvement will 
be accelerated, Gertainly for forest- 
ry, and probably for agriculture, the 
Cochrane plain and the Hndson Bay 
lowland offer a tremendous future. 
While now largely unproductive, the 
plain and lowland, when drained, can 
provide more pulpwood for an expand- 
economy.” —Lands and Forests.

Close to 300 exhibitors 
and 30 caterers or more have pur- 
chased space in Tented City and ap- 
proximately two miles of frontage 
space has been reserved.

PLANTING TIPS FOR 
HARDY BULBS 

For bright, bold color next 
spring, plant hardy spring 
flowering bulbs now, remind 
horticulturists with the On-} 
tario Department of Agricul- 
Tulip, Daffodil, Cro- 
cus and Hyacinth bulbs should 
be planted as soon as possible, 
this will enable them to be- 
come established before freeze- 
up. : 

Tulips grow best in full sun- 
shine and should be planted in 
a well-drained site. Heavy clay 
soils should have sand and or- 
ganic matter such as well-rott- 
ed manure or peat moss added 
to improve structure. Light 
sandy soils may also have or- 
ganic matter added to improve 
their water holding capacity. 

Hyacinths and tulips are us- 
ually planted in formal pat- 
terns or circular clumps. Lay 
the bulbs on the soil surface 
in the desired pattern. Use a 
trowel or pointed wooden 
stake to plant the bulbs. Make 
a hole at the correct depth, 
drop the bulb in bottom side 
down and cover with soil. 
Tulips should be covered with 
about four inches of soil, daf- 
fodils and hyacinths 5 to 6 
inches, crocus and other small 
bulbs three inches. 


Daffodils show up well when 
they are grown in _ groups 
among foundation plantings, or} 
in flower borders. 


This will bring the live insects 
to the surface of the water al- 
most immediately.

Sink Whitener

Stamps illustrating the coats 
of arms and the floral emblems 
of five provinces will be fea- 
tured in the 1965 programme 
of Canadian postage stamp 
issues, it was announced by 
the Hon. John R. Nicholson, 
Postmaster General. 

The provincial flowers of 
New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia will be the subject of 
stamps which will go on sale 
February 3. British Columbia 
and Manitoba will have their 
floral emblems honoured on 
stamps which will appear April 
28. Prince Edward Island’s 
official flower will be featur- 
ed on the fifth floral stamp to 
be issued in 1965, It will go 
on sale August 4. Mr. Nichol- 
son noted that the floral em- 
blem series began earlier this 
year, when stamps honouring 
Ontario and Quebec appeared, 
and he added that before the 
centennial year of 1967, all ten 
provinces and the Northern 
Territories will have their of- 
ficial flowers shown on stamps. 

Canada will issue a stamp 
on March 8 to call attention to 
the fact that 1965 is the Inter- 
national Year of Co-operation. 
The Postmaster General point 
ed out that the United Nations 
is sponsoring this special year, 
and many member nations will 
produce stamps with a related 
theme. 

Two Christmas stamps have 
been included in the 1965 pro- 
gramme. They will be of the 

three and five cent denomin- 
ation and will be released to 
the public on October 13. This 
is prior to the time when the 
first overseas deadline dates 
for Christmas mail are reach-| 
ed. 

September 8 will be the re- 
lease date for a stamp honour- 
ing the Inter-Parliamentary 
Conference to be held in Can- 
ada for the first time Sept. 
9-17. The Inter-Parliamen- 
tary Union, which dates from 
1889, is composed of delegates 
from 78 national groups. 

The centennial of the procla- 
mation making Ottawa the na- 
tional capital will be commem- 
orated with a stamp which will 
go on sale June 30. This is a 
continuation of the Post Of- 
fice Department’s plan to focus 
attention on events which led 
up te Confederation. 

Canada’s achievements in 
space research will be the sub-| 
4ect of a stamp which is s!ated| 
for release in the spring. 

Designs for each new stamp! 
will be released by the Post} 
Ofsce some weeks in advance

DESERVE SYMPATHY 
When will the self-appointed 
brave people of this world de- 
velop an understanding and 
sympathy for their more fear- 
ful brethren?

Most of us 
are subject to some kind of 
fear. In your case it is fully 
developed, and may be a com- 
bination or small bundle of ap- 
prehensions. For example, you 
may be suffering from “‘agoro- 
phobia” (fear of open spaces); 
ochophobia (fear of vehicles); 
kinesophobia (fear of automo- 
biles); and thalassophobia (fear 
of the sea). . 

Quite a mixture. What t6 
do about it? The cure may not 
be simple. But-you deserve to 
have your family doctor or psy- 
chiatrist try to straighten you 
out. .

This Day 50 Years Ago 


OCTOBER 9, 1914 
Colonel Hughes has not resigned 

There is absolutely no confirma- 
tion of the persistent rumors that Col- 
onel Sam Hughes has resigned his 
position as Minister of Militia. Hon, 
J. D. Hazen, who will be acting Minis- 
ter, is now in Boston. To all intents 
and purposes, however, Colonel Fist 
Fiset, who as Deputy Minister, has 
done splendid work during the organi- 
zation of the first force, will be in 
charge, Colonel Hughes is expected 
back in about three weeks. 


Bad fire in Minden Township 


Fire, a good servant but always a 
hard master, was most unmercifully 
cruel to Henry Stevens, of Minden 
Township, on Wednesday, when his 
dwelling and barn with nearly all their 
contents was completely destroyed.

Foreign News 


Commentary

Wiston House, Sussex, England — 
(UPI) — Once-neutral Norway, now 
sadder and wiser after the costly les- 
sons of World War Il, is committed 
fully to NATO and is also fully con- 
tent that it should be the U.S. finger 
on the trigger of the nuclear bomb. 

Norway also is fully convinced 
that her Northern Arctic waters and 
her own coastline would be a first 
target of any Soviet attack designed 
to isolate the North American conti- 
nent from Burope. 


Yet any such attack initially could 
be met only by thinly held garrisons 


armed only with conventional weap- © 


ons. 


Norway has refused to permit the 
stationing either of nuclear weapons 
or outside NATO troops on her soil 
except in times of crisis. 

Nor would she join any multi-later- 
al naval force by which the United 
States proposes to give the nations of 
NATO a symbolic yoice in the possi- 
ble use of nuclear weapons. 

The Norwegian view, as expressed 
by a high-ranking Norwegian officer, 
is only one of the contradictions 
which beset NATO, which in 1949 
was founded as the keystone of West 
defenses against Communist aggres- 
sion. 


Others have found expression here 
at the Wilton Park conference which 
among the nine nations represented 
includes trade unionists from Ger- 
many and Norway, men from the for- 
eign ministries of Rome, Paris and 
Bonn, military planners, lawyers, edu- 
cators and others deemed experts in 
their fields. 

The Wilton Park conferences, small 
in the number of those attending but 
large in scope, is a British foreign of- 
fice contribution of international un- 
derstanding, with some supplemental 
help also coming from the Ford Foun- 
dation. 


A characteristic of the conferences 
is their free discussions with the addi- 
tion that a cloak of anonymity is 
granted to distinguished speakers to 
encourage frankness. 


Thus a Briton claims that the U.S. 
plan for a nuclear-armed fleet manned 
by mixed NATO crews is but a sop to 
quiet possible West German demands 
for nuclear arms of its own, with no 
real meaning. 


British participation in such a fleet 
itself is doubtful. The Conservatives 
presently in power are cool toward the 
plan, And the Laborites who could 
come to power after October 15 elec- 
tions, are even less than cool, 

The Italians will join on the condi- 
tion that Britain also joins. 

The West German government offi- 
cially favors it. 


But a German here takes the gloomy 
view that in the event of war, German 
would face extinction anyway. And 
he expresses the view that the multilat- 
eral NATO fleet simply would be: the 
lesser of two evils. Just as he believes 
that the Germans accepted Hitler as 
the lesser of two evils between Com- 
munism and the chaos of inflation and 
unemployment in Germany following 
the years of World War I.

October is a dangerous 
month for forest fires 


Forest fire loss in Ontario has been 
well below average so far this year — 
26,362 acres burned over as compared 
with the ten-year ayerage, 1951-1960, 
of 96,977 acres. The number of fires, 
up to Sept. 25, however, has been a- 
bove average—1,683 as compared with 
the average of 1,288. Prompt detec- 
tion and quick and competent suppres- 
sion action by air and ground forces of 
the Lands and Forests Department's 
Forest Protection Branch have been 
responsible for holding down fire los- 
ses. 

October, the final month of the Ap- 
ril-October fire season, however, poses 
new threats and its own peculiar dang- 
ers. Into the forests at this time of 
year go thousands of hunters and the 
Department warns that neglected lunch 
fires, careless smoking by Nimrods 
travelling through areas where the 
ground is coyered with dead leaves and 
dried litter can bring about disastrous 
results. 

Forested and grassland areas are 
now into the curing stage. Until the 
ground is snow-covered, they are 
highly susceptible to fire. A few 
warm, sunny days can quickly evapor- 
ate the moisture from the surface for- 
est, slash grass and duff layers, and 
cause the fire danger to climb into high 
and even extreme ranges. 

Forest protection officers point out 
that a camp fire, if not completely 
drenched and extingushed, can lie dor- 
mant for several days. Then, when the 
weather becomes war mand windy, 
such fires can spring to life with ser- 
ious consequences inyolying heavy 
forest damage and eyen to loss of life. 

Fatal October forest fires are recall- 
ed with horror by Ontario forest pro- 
tection staffs. They cite three of the 
worst fall fires on record as occuring 
in October. 

The Baudette-Rainy River forest 
fire on the Ontario-Minnesota border, 
October 7, 1910, took 42 lives on the 
United States side and burned over 
300,000 acres. 

The Haileybury fire, October 4, 1922, 
burned over the equivalent of 18 town- 
ships, took 48 lives and left 6,000 people 
without homes or possessions. 

The Fort Frances fire, October 1938, 
caused 20 deaths and destroyed 92,400 
acres of valuable forests. 

As the official forest fire season 
draws to a close on October 31, any act 
of carelessness with fire in the forests 
presents a graye peril, Since about 
85°% of forest fires in Ontario are man- 
caused, special care is urged to avert 
such castastrophes as have marred 
past Octobers in the woods. The 
splendor of the forests in the fall can 
so quickly be turned into black deso- 
lation and death that it is the obvious 
duty of everyone to prevent fires and 
save lives, too.

If your family 
cannot eat a whole turkey at 
one time, have the butcher cut 
a large turkey in two. Freeze 
one half for a later treat. 

To develop the full flavor 
and aroma of your Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey, roast it uncovered 
at 325 degrees F. If desired, 
cover the drumsticks and 
breast loosely with foil to pre- 
vent them from drying out.

Q. How can I remove stub- 
born marks from linoleum, 
such as those caused by table 
chair legs, rubber heels, or 
rust spots?

James Marshall Wilson, as- 
sociated for many years with 
the General Steel Wares Com- 
pany of Toronto, but now re- 
tired strolled along Lindsay’s 
main street Tuesday hoping to 
meet someone he could chat 
with concerning former days 
of lively sports in Lindsay.

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Crowning Glory 


Long before hair over the eyes be- 
came top fashion in ‘pop’ circles, some 
of the best dressed and highly discip- 
lined men in the world were looking at 
life through a dark fringe. Namely, 
the much-photographed Guardsmen 
who mount guard at Buckingham Pal- 
ace and St. James's Place in London 
and at Windsor Castle. Tim Matthews, 
talking in the BBC General Overseas 
Service programme ‘Here and Now’, a- 
bout a visit he made to the factory in 
London's Hast End where the famous 
bearskin caps—or busbies—are made, 
reported that the hair on the skins used 
had to be at least 344 inches long “‘to 
brush down over the Guardsman’s 
eyes and down at the back of his 
neck.” Of course, on no account must 
it be straggly. 


In the old days the skins used to 
come from Canada, Mattews said, but 
those supplies dropped off, and now 
they all came from Russia. Even s0, 
supplies were limited, and when news 
came through to London that a con- 
signment of bearskins was on the way 
there was an “international scramble” 
to get hold of the best ones. London 
bearskin-makers had such a high stan- 
dard that even out of a good parcel of 
skins they threw out about seventy- 
per cent—“which makes bearskin caps 
an expensive sort of headcoyering — 
about $150 each, wholesale.” 


Once the skins had been selected, 
dressed and dyed, said Matthews, they 
were sent to a Dickensian-looking fac- 
tory where a highly skilled craftsman 
turned out about a dozen a week, ac- 
cording to the supply of raw skins. 
“Shapes differ slightly according to 
whether a bearskin is being made of 
three parts stitched together. How- 
eyer, it is so rare to get a really perfect 
piece of skin that, in fact, the average 
cap may be made up of about thirty 
difference pieces. It is the skill in 
stitching these together that makes 
the true craftsman. Once sewn to- 
gehter, the skins are damped with wat- 
er, blocked, and then mounted on 
wickerwork frames, like little bicycle 
paskets, which are hand-made by an 
old man living somewhere in North 
London. The cap is then érimmed, 2 
leather framework is stitched inside, 
and they are ready for duty.” 


Trying on one of these splendid 
pieces of uniform, Tim Matthews 
found it very comfortable and much 
lighter than he had expected, “but the 
$14-inch pieces of hair, which, quite 
properly,drift down over one’s eyes 
reduce a bright English summer's day 
to a depressing grey winter's drizzle.”

Seed collection 


The tree seed collection programme 
for the province this fall requires the 
collection of 8,000 bushels of cones. 
This amount of seed will maintain the 
supply needed for the production of 
nursery stock to meet the present de- 
mand of public and private land plant- 
ing and for direct seeding. 

The quantities of cones and rough 
seed required for all site regions is 
8,000 bushels, as follows (quantities in 
bushels): 

White pine 550, red pine 3,000, jack 
pine 2,400, white spruce 700, black 
spruce 1,000, red spruce 30, Norway 
spruce 60, red oak 70, white ash 40, 
basswood 50, miscellaneous 100. 

Red and jack pine and white and 
black spruce form the bulk of the seed 
collection requirements this year. Ob- 
servations indicate that there is a good 
possibility that there will be a medium 
to heavy crop of seed for these species.

Officially it doesn’t exist 

Piccadilly Circus, the most famous 
single spot not only in London, but in 
all the U.K. and the Commonwealth, 
officially does not exist. Its name is 
not to be found in any street direct- 
ory, nor is it anyone’s address. 

This is one of the many interesting 
facts which one can learn from a rec- 
enily-published book in Britain en- 
titled “The Picture Story of London”, 
and for a visitor to the ocuntry it is 
certainly something to be taken back 
home as a reminder of a visit to the 
U.K. capital. 

Piccadilly Circus, usually the scene 
of festive demonstrations, was origi- 
nally designed by John Nash (1752- 
1835), recognised throughout the 
world as the supreme master of the 
classical Georgian style of architect- 
ure known as Regency. Examples of 
his work can still be seen at Chester 
Terrace and Cumberland Terrace a- 
mong other places, at Regents Park 
in London. It was John Nash who in- 
troduced the idea of plaster facades 
into domestic architecture.

navigators had to be bird-watchers. Sighting 

of particular species made them aware of the near- 

ness of Jand and approaches to it. Behavior of 

certain species gave them foreknowledge of weather 

changes in days before the barometer was per- 
fected. 

The journal Columbus kept during his epochal 
voyage westward in 1492, which brought discovery 
of a new continent, is preserved. It has mentions 
of sightings of birds of varieties he had never 
seen before. He knew from their wing-spreads and 
other outward evidence they were not normally 
sea-birds. Hence they must be from land. You can 
imagine the excitement they aroused in sailors who 
had been at sea for more than two months.

A Lindsay girl, Margaret) 
Tripp, 14, a student at Cen- 
tral Senior School, has found 
a hobby that brings the world 
and some of its history into her 
house, She is a “Rockhound”, 
that is, she collects rocks. 

Miss Tripp began picking up 
pebbles from the beach near 
her family’s cottage when she 
“was about seven years old. The 
rocks didn’t mean much, just 
interesting shapes and colours) 
but in the last few years she 
has been drawn into this inter- 
esting hobby, mostly through 
her father’s interest and geolo- 
gical knowledge. 

Miss Tripp has many speci- 
mens of rock from around the 
world which she has either 
picked up herself or someone 
has given her. Most of the 
rocks she has picked up are 
from the Bancroft area, In- 
cluded in her collection are 
quartz, zircon or black dia- 
mond, Brasilian quartz, petri- 
fied wood (wood that turns to 
rock through the pressure of 
the earth. Other forms are 
diamond and coal), jasper, 
Apache tear, African tiger eve, 
petrified snales, and purple 
fluorite. She also has an pn- 
finished Indian skinning knife. 


To bring out the beauty in 
rocks they have to be polished, 
The rocks are tumbled by plac- 
ing them in a tumbler, a cylin- 
drical device containing gravel, 
and spun through the gravel, 
the friction wearing the rock 
smooth After the desired shape 
is acquired the rocks are pol- 
ished. If one wishes to make 
a bracelet or necklace with the 
rocks they are attached to a 
chain by a special glue and 
baked.

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Sir Winston Churchill takes absorbing 


interest

London, (UPI) — A new interest has 
entered Sir Wimston Churchill's life 
just in time to help temper the loss he 
feels now that he will no longer be able 
to attend the House of Commons. 


The great statesman—80 years old 
Nov. 30.—Yielded to the pleas of his 
family against the rigors of a cam- 
paign and decided not to be a candidate 
in the General election Oct. 15 after 
nearly 64 years in parliament. 

This raised a new worry for Lady 
Churchill. For at Sir Winston’s ex- 
treme age the desire to live is as im- 
portant as health itself. And his fam- 
ily and friends cast about for ways of 
keeping him occupied. 

At this critical moment along came 
film writer and producer Carl Foreman 
with a project that caught Sir Wins- 
ton’s immediate enthusiasm. For a 
number of years a series of screen- 
writers have tried and failed to produce 
an acceptable treatment of his first 
autobiography “My Barly Life.” 


This is the fantastic story of his ad- 
ventures in Africa and India as soldier 
and war correspondent, his celebrated 
escape as a South African prisoner of 
war, his return to Britain a national 
hero and his first election to parlia- 
ment—all by the time he was 25! 


Watching “The Guns of Navarone” 
in his private cinema at Chartwell one 
day Sir Winston asked why the writer 
of that war thriller could not be per- 
suaded to try his hand at “My Early 
Life.” 

Foreman took up the challenge and 
succeeded so well that, he said today in 
an interview, Sir Winston has firmly 
promised to attend the premiere of the 
film in 1966 or even 1967. 

“He has a very real and absorbing 
interest in the picture,” Foreman said. 
But “he can’t understand why it will 
take two years to write, cast and film 
jt. The last time I talked to him a- 
bout it he said: 

“Why does it take you s0 long? 
Can't you finish it in one month or two 
months or three months?” 

“When I said two years he sniffed: 
‘it didn’t take us that long to mount the 
second front,’ 

“You had more money to work 
with’,” I reminded him. 

Sir Winston made only two condi- 
tions. 

“He wants himself played by a Brit- 
ish actor,” said Foreman whose other 
films include “High Noon.” 

“He also would like to see the rush- 
es (scenes developed while the film- 
ing is underway) as they arrive in Lon- 
don so he can follow our ‘progress 
from day to day.”

Common Habit 
affects drivers 


Three cigarettes, chain-smoked and 
inhaled, contain enough carbon mon- 
oxide to impair vision in dim light. 
Drivers should be advised against 
frequent smoking immediately before 
or during night driving. 

Doctors are warned of the deteriora- 
tive effects on the ‘smoking driver’ in 
an eight-page booklet issued by the 
Ontario Medical Association dealing 
with the physical and mental disorders 
likely to affect a person’s ability to 
drive a motor vehicle safely. 

The booklet reveals many dangers 
previously unknown to the man in the 
street and goes into details concerning 
the ‘drinking driver’ also, We are in- 
formed for instance that driving de- 
teriorates with an alcohol level as low 
as 0.035%—the equivalent of two 12 
ounce bottles of 3.2% beer, or two 1 
ounce drinks of 100 proof spirits up to 
an hour before. 

Doctors become involved in issuing 
licenses when patients consult them as 
to their fitness to drive, or when the 
Department of Transport’s medical ad- 
visory board requires a fitness report 
on a patient. Often physicians must 
advise their patients not to drive, temp- 
orarily or permanently, because of phy- 
sical defects or a deteriorating condi- 
tion.

Cars, trucks, trains 
take toll of moose 


Byery year, moose fall victims not 
only to the hunter's gun during the 
hunting season but also to automobiles 
and trucks on highways and trains on 
railway rights-of-way before the hunt- 
ing season even begins. A great 
many of these kills occur in June and 
July when animals come ont to the 
right-of-way in search of some relief 
from biting insects. 

During the year ending January 1st, 
1964, a total of ninety-nine moose were 
killed by trucks, cars and trains in On- 
tario, the Fish and Wildlife Branch of 
the Department of Lands and Forests 
reports. Cars and trucks accounted 
for seventy of this total. 

It is regarded as very likely that the 
total is somewhat higher than this 
since some of the train kills are prob- 
ably not reported to conservation offi- 
cers of the Department. 

The Districts of White River and Ger- 
aldton tally the largest number of 
moose killed with 22 and 17 respective- 
ly. Cochrane had fifteen and Sault 
Ste. Marie ten. 

Where possible, the meat which is 
salvaged from these accidents is given 
to hospitals or wélfare organizations. 
In a great many instances, however, 
animals are so badly broken up that 
very little of the meat can be savlaged; 
this applies particularly to train and 
transport kills.

Flag committee reach 
half way mark 


Ottawa, (UPI)—The all-party Com- 
mons Flag Committee Wednesday held 
“open house” for newsmen and photo- 
graphers as they rounded the half- 
way mark in their six-week study of 
the contentious issue. 

The committee threw open the 
doors to their small flag-bedecked room 
on the third floor of the Parliament 
buildings where 18 meetings have been 
held over the past three weeks. Their 
assigned task is to work out a unani- 
mous, or near unanimous recommen- 
dation for a distinctive Canadian flag. 


Committee chairman Herman Batten 
said that 1,200 new designs haye been 
submitted for consideration, in addition 
to the 3,000 designs reviewed by the 
1945-46 flag committee that settled on 
the red ensign, bearing a gold maple 
leaf in place of the Canadian coat of 
arms, as the best compromise. 

“We're now setting up a plan for 
selection,” Batten said, “but so far we 
have not started to limit the designs. 
We haven't, however, given the old de- 


signs as much attention as the new 


designs.” 

Asked if the committee would be 
able to complete its study by the Oct. 
29 deadline, Batten replied “We really 
don’t have any choice.” He said the 
committee realizes it has a serious 
problem to contend with and is tack- 
ling it with “sincerity and purpose.” 

Batten, however, declined to say 
what progress was being made towards 
a possible solution, saying that discus- 
sions up to now had been such that 
“it would be difficult to say.’’ Similar- 
ly, the chairman said it was too early 
to predict whether or not there would 
be a majority report delivered to the 
Commons. 

The small committe room is over- 
whelmed with flags, flag designs and 
sketches, ranging from genuine and 
sincere efforts to achieve a satisfact- 
ory national flag, to bitter and cutting 
ridicule of some persons views on the 
flag issue. 

One design, based on a _ tri-color, 
lashed out at the Royal Canadian Leg- 
jon and Quebec. The first frame is 
identified “Legion” and bears a motto 
“We Want More Beer’; Another frame 
is labelled “Quebec” and bears the 
motto “We Want More Pea Soup;’ 
While the central frame is marked 
“Canada”, with the motto “We Want 
More Canadians.” 

The majority of flags are based on a 
red, white and blue combination, but 
but many would-be flag artists have 
departed drastically from the conven- 
tional use to mayroons, oranges, yel- 
lows, odd greens, and even black. 

The committee, composed of seven 
Liberals, five Conservatives, and one 
representative from the New Demo- 
crats, Social Creditors and Creditistes, 
has its work cut out for itself. Bat- 
ten expected the committee to face an 
even more rigorous schedule than their 
past six-session a Week pace, as their 
deadline moves closer,

Color change not 
caused by frost! 


Whether autumn sees the leaves 
bursting ino kaleidoscopic colour early 
or Jate, naturalists at Algonquin Park 
point out that the change is not caus- 
ed by frost, a popular misconception. 
It is a completely natural process, they 
say, and would occur in spite of cold, 
Tain, heat, frost or snow. However, 
any or all of these may conceivably in- 


fluence the timing and intensity of,col- 


our. 

“Individual trees are affected by in- 
jury or disease either above or below 
the ground, but the best guess why the 
peak of the fall festival is early this 
year is the combindation of unseason- 
able cold and insufficient moisture,” 
they explain. “Even after changing 
colour, it is usual for leaves to retain 
their natural shape and freshness, but 
it is noticeablé this year that they are 
drying out and withering on the 
trees.” —Dept. of Lands and Forests.

Of a labour force of 7,204,000 an 
estimated 6,957,000 persons were em- 
ployed in August 1964. Unemploy- 
ment decreased by 18,000 during the 
month to 247,000. The August esti- 
mate was 23,000 lower than a year 
earlier. Of the 247,000 unemployed in 
August, 181,000 had been jobless for 


three months or less. Unemployment 


represented 3.4 per cent of the labour 
force compared to 3.7 per cent in July 
and 3.8 per cent in August 1963. The 
jobless percentage total in August 1964 
represented the lowest unemployment 
rate for any month since August 1957.

BEGINNING OF 
ANXIETY STATE 

How does it begin? Why 
does anxiety begin? Where 
does it come from? Such, and 
many others, are the questions 
stricken people ask who sud- 
denly, or gradually lose touch 
with former carefree ways of 
life. I’ve often written that 
apparently  “‘strong-minded”’ 
individuals should never laugh 
derisively at such scared 
“weaklings”. It is not a matter 
of strength’ or weakness of 
character or backbone. If life 
gets too tough or the strains 
too hard, not one of us can 
safely say we will neyer fall in- 
to chronic anxiety. Consider 
this letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; I am 
a housewife in my middle 30's 
with two lovely preschool 
children and an above-average 
husband. For the past month 
I’ve become very nervous a- 
bout any trips out of the home, 
shopping, dining out, visits to 
recreational areas (plays, musi- 
cals, etc.). I have no fear of 
people but of situations. I still 
enjoy informal visits with 
friends. 

I have fears of weakness and

First showing 
of Irma at Royal 


Visitors to the Royal Agricultural 
Winter Fair will have an opportunity to 
see for themselves the latest develop- 
ment in dairy science when, under the 
auspices of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, “Irma” the recently de- 
veloped Infra Red Milk Analyzer will 
be demonstrated. 

A counterpart of the analyzer which 
was recently purchased by the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture now in use 
at the Dairy Science Department of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, the in- 
strument analyzes milk for fat, protein, 
Jactose and solids-not-fat using Infra 
Red absorption techniques and per- 
forms all of the analysis in less than 
one minute. 

The demonstration at the Royal will 
he the first public demonstration of the 
machine since its development. 

Following the public viewing at the 
Winter Fair the machine will be set up 
in the Dairy Division of Kemptville 
Agricultural School and will mater- 
jally assist the milk composition 
studies being made of that institution 
as well as at Guelph. 

Using the new technique it is pos- 
sible to analyze over 500 samples of 
milk per day for each of four analysis 
—fat, protein, lactose and solids-not- 
fat. To perform the same analysis 
by chemical methods would require 
the services of three technicians for a 
period of five days. 

Use of the new method could bring 

. changes in the buying and 
milk. Previously milk has always 
been bought on the basis of the fat 
content chiefly becatise a simple test 
for fat was available. Use of the 
new test may result in milk being sold 
on the basis of protein content which 
Was not practical in the past owing to 
no simple test for protein having been 
developed. 

Accurate knowledge of the protein 
content of milk will also he of great 
Valiie to the cheese maker and milk 
powder manufacturer by making it 
possible to calctlate with ease the 
yields of cheese and powder which 
¢an be obtained from the milk.

Poison Gas Threat 

The War Office, in a gravely worded 
communique, tonight warned that re- 
cent German claims that Great Britain 
shipped poison gas to Poland “clearly 
indicate an intention to use poison gas 
on the Western Front.” 

Characterizing Nazi repetition of 
these claims as “flimsy and mendac- 
ious,” the communique, headed “The 
Poison Gas Lie,” recalled that during 
the first Great War Reich charges ac- 
cusing the Allies of using poison gas 


were followed up by its use under ord- - 


ers of the German High Command.

Car Insurance 


Many automobile drivers have been 
taken aback by the significant increase 
this year on their car insurance, due 
the agents say “to a general increase 
in all rates which took place last Janu- 
ary.” 

Many of Ontario's general insurance 
agents want the provincial government 
to decree that drivers of 16 and 17 have 
a parent as passenger when driving the 
family car. They feel teenagers should 
not drive alone until they are 18. This 
was a resolution approved this weekend 
by agents at the 44th annual meeting 
of the Ontario Insurance Agents Asso- 
ciation in Toronto. 

The resolution from the Hamilton lo- 
cal said many parents were asking, in 
view of increased traffic loads and haz- 
ards, why the licensing age for drivers 
was not raised to 18. The resolution 
asked that licenses issued to 16-year- 
olds be valid only when the young driv- 
er is accompanied by at least one par- 
ent. Licenses to drive alone should 
not be issued until 18 or older, after a 
proper driving test, the resolution said. 

We heartily concur in this resolution 
and another at the OJAA meeting which 
said driving tests should be tougher. 

Some youngsters are most capable 
drivers at 16, but a close watch on 
Lindsay's main street any evening will

Ontario Potato 
Crop demand high 


Reports reaching the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture indicate that 
potato harvesting in Ontario is near- 
ing completion. It is expected that 
the crop will bring over twenty mil- 
lion dollars to growers, but will not be 
sufficient to supply the demand in the 
Province. Increased quantities are be- 
ing required for processing into chips, 
instant mashed, pre-peeled, and froz- 
en french fries. 

The demand for the Ontario product 
has been brisk with record quantities 
moving to market. Blight disease has 
not been a serious factor. In general 
tubers are mature, free of scab, and 
should store well. 

Ontario potatoes are a “Best Buy” 
for at least two reasons: they provide 
excellent food value at low cost; the 
grade standards for Ontario potatoes 
are high. Many potato packers of On- 
tario potatoes put a guarantee on each 
container of satisfaction or money re- 
funded, 

Like many other phases of farming, 
potato production is a specialized busi- 
ness. Farmers who'do not grow pota- 
toes, can assist potato growers by pur- 
chasing adequate supplies within the 
next few weeks, to carry them over the 
fortheoming months.

Make Safety watchword 
when operating picker 


It is no accident, that Ontario's corn 
acreage has doubled in the past three 
years and will probably increase by an- 
other fifty percent next year. he in- 
crease in this crop is not accidental — 
it’s deliberate, because of the greater 
returns per acre over most other crops. 


Hal Wright, Farm Safety Specialist, 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
suggests that while the planting has 
been deliberate, the harvesting may be 
accidental, if you, a8 a corn grower, do 
not take extva care with your corn har- 
vesting machines. The corn-picker, 
on an hourly use basis, is the most dan- 
gerous machine on our farms. In itself, 
it is no more dangerous than a mower, 
or a baler, since many hours of design- 
ing and testing by safety engineers 
have gone into its prduetion. Howey- 
er, the snapping and husking rolls and 
other unquarded parts of the machine 
are a potential hazard to the inexper- 
jenced, or careless operator. 


In the operator's manual prepared by 
the Service Department of one of the 
major companies producing corn pick- 
ers is this advice: 


“A corpnicker is a dangerous ma- 
chine, if you are careless, but if you 
keep your corn picker in good repair; 
STOP the tractors and SHUT OFF the 
P. T. O. Before getting off; keep safe- 
ty shields in place and never attempt 
to adjust, unclog, or grease machine, 
while it is running, you will finish your 
harvest easily and safely.” 


This is sensible advice, presented to 
keep YOUR corn harvest from being 
“Xccidental’’, 

—Ontario Dept. of Agriculture. 


Two Year Term 


On Tuesday evening Lindsay Council 
discussed the controversial question of 
a two year term for council members, 
and council members agreed to place 
the matter on the ballot form this year 
for the public to decide. 

Now, council has the power, should 
they choose to use it, to institute this 
Measure without putting it to a vote, 
however as the matter was defeated 
soundly 2-1 in a vote four years ago, it 
could well be political suicide to do this, 

Council presents many specious ar- 
guments for a two-year term. They 
say the cost of running an election in 
Lindsay is about $2,700. We feel this 
is an insignificant sum compared with 
the monies that could be mis-spent by a 
poor counci) that stayed in power two 
years instead of one, 

Council says of 89 municipalities in 
Ontario with a population over 5,000, 
71 have “recognized the advantages of 
a 2-year term”. They don’t say how 
Many of these two-year terms were 
voted on by the taxpayers and how 
many were put in by the council mem- 
bers themselves. 

Council members elaim that practl- 
cally no policy or major decisions can 
be made by council for three months of 
the twelve in a year. They argue that 
from the middle of November and run- 
ning through to the middle of February 
all important matters are shelved for 
next year's council to decide. Why 
should this be? After all, those on 
council do not change that much each 
year and even during the remaining 
weeks of their elected office they still 
have the power to make decisions on 
matters of public concern, Why 
should a decision made by an elected 
representative one week before election 
fime be any less profound than one 
made two months after they are elect- 
ed? 

Council members argue it takes a- 
bout six weeks fo get new committees 
organized, new members of council to 
learn their way around and to study 
the background of {mportant matters, 
To thls we say: Nonsense, Council 
rarely changes more than two or three 
members and most have some exper- 
fence in civie life before they are el- 
ected to council, 

We admit there are some arguments 
In favour of a two year term, although 
we can think of more in fayour of re- 
taining the status quo. However, St 
will be a matter the voters can decide 
on for themselves very soon. 

We are surprised at the disinterest 
the council members show in stagger- 
ed two-year terms, It appears to us 
that if only a portion of council retire 
each year they are likely to retain a 
Measure of continuity unavailable in 
any other way.

ters like yours convince me 
that there’s no such thing as 
useless repetition in a medical 
column, Somewhere, there is 
sure to be someone who has} 
missed some important inform-) 
ation which has appeared many | 
times in the past. 
For instance, consider your’ 
son’s low blood pressure. As} 
it happens, it isn’t low. It’s 
normal for a man of 40. He 
should be thankful for it; and 
not go shopping around for a} 
doctor who might be  old-| 
fashioned enough to believe} 
that he needs “‘shots’”’ to bring 
it up to normal. Leave well! 


| where two or more people talk

enough alone. Nature resents 
tampering with the normal. 


Even if it were in the 90's 
or low 100’s, I’d say don’t fool 
with it, Statistics show that 
people who actually have low 
blood presure (not due to or- 
ganic disease) live longer than 
those of us whose pressure is 
so-called normal.

To repeat: If any readers of} 
this column are taking medi- 
cine or injections to “bring up 
your low blood pressure”, I 
can’t say don’t without having 
all the facts.

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Race to Mars 


Washington, (UPI) — By this time 


next month U. &. and Soviet space- 
craft may be racing toward Mars. 

In the 30-day period starting Nov. 4 
the United States plans to launch two 
570-pound mariner craft with instruc- 
tions to take 20 television photographs 
apiece of the Red planet's changing 
face. 

In the same period the Russians, on 
the basis of past performance, also are 
expected to aim probes at Mars, the 
only other planet in the solar system 
scientists believe likely to harbor life. 

The U.S. Mariners and their Atlas- 
Agena rockets, together with a backup 
spacecraft and launch vehicle, have 
been checked out at Cape Kennedy. 

Mars swings around the sun in an 
orbit outside earth’s and at a different 
speed. Because of their constantly 
changing relative positions, favorable 
opportunities for shooting spacecraft 
from Earth to Mars, once about every 
25 months. 

The next “window”, as such oppor- 
tunities are called, opens Nov. 4 and 
closes shortly after Dec. 1. The multi- 
million-mile flights from arth to 
Mars will take eight to nine months. 

In the past several years Russia has 
never passed up an opportunity to 
shoot scientfic probes toward Venus or 
Mars. In 13 tries the Russians have 
come close to success only once. 

That was the launch of the 2,000- 
pound Mars 1 in Nov. 1962. This craft 
transmitted scientfic data for a longer 
period and over greater distances than 
any man-made probe ever put in the 
sky. But its radio failed before it got 
near Mars. 

The first truly successsful planetary 
mission was the U.S. Mariner flight 
past Venus in December, 1962. This 

47-pounder took a look at Venus and 
reported voluminously on what it saw. 

The United States hopes next month 
to get off both of its Mars flights with- 
in a few days of one another. Conteiv- 
ably the first could get off on Nov. 4 
and the second two days later. It may 
be that the launches will be separated 
in time by the entire period of the 
window. 

Neither will be able to establish exis- 
tence of life on Mars. But they may 
provide clues to its probability. The 
hope is that both Mariners will fly 
within 7.000 to 10.000 miles of the plan- 
et. Scientifically valuable results will 
be obtained if the craft come no nearer 
than 54,000 miles. 

Hach is geared to take and transmit 
to earth 20 television pictures of the 
Martian surface, which appears to 
change in color with the seasons. As 
each Mariner curves around Mars. it 
will transmit radio signals which 
thould tell something about the plan- 
et’s atmosphere. Each is equipped 
to measure Mars’ magnetic field, if any.

OCTOBER 23, 1914 
Colonel Hughes not opposed to 
Canteen 

Colonel Sam Hughes, when seen to- 
day on the subject of the establishment 
of a canteen at Salisbury Plains, Eng- 
land, where the Canadian contingent is 
in camp, was not disposed to say very 
much on the matter. Permanent 
forces in Canada have canteens, he 
said, and they are well looked after. 

From another source it is understood 
that Colonel Hughes had a conference 
with General Alderson on the subject 
of the canteen today, but it is unlikely 
that the decision regarding the estab- 
lished canteen will be revoked. 


Another officer, who is now com- 
manding an important section of the 
contingent, when seen on the subject, 
pointed ont that a canteen in the lines 
would tend to have the sale of intozi- 
cants under control falisbury Plains, 
he said, is dotted all over with small 
liguor houses, and on Sunday, for in- 
stance, one can get liquor supplied at

To every hunter there comes a S¢a~- 
son of discontent, usually marked by 
frosted temples and stiffening joints, 
when recollection is more pleasant 
than planning. 

Behind him, the past falls away 
downhil—a burnished memory-scape 
filed with rich adventures and the 
great doge of yesterday. Ahead, the 
horizon is gray, vieled with rain and 
doubt, with no good dogs in sight. 

Hunting is no longer an elusive 
sweetheart, but a comfortable. well- 
loved wife. The ardent courtehips of 
youth are past; novelty and bright an- 
ticipation have been coarsened and 
dulled by long experience. Hoppe’s 
No. 9 doesn’t smell at good as it used 
to. Old friends are too busy. You've 
learned too much, too well. The salt 
has gone out of autumn. 

There are only two tonics for such a 
hunter. One, he can try something 
entirely new, like hunting wombats in 
a eucalyptus grove. Or he can take a 
boy hunting, which is much the better 
course. 

To the boy, it is more than a hunting 
trip. It is an initiation into the mys- 
terious fraternity of manhood and the 
first real taste of adult adventure. He 
already knows that hunting is an af- 
fair of men. And since men are emi- 
nently strong, wise and wealthy, hunt- 
ing must be a very large thing. It's 
more than just Kit Carson, real guns 
and wild animals, although these are 
part of it. He equates hunting with 
manhood. He longs to bear himself 
like a man, and meet the ancient tests. 

On the other hand, the old bone who 
takes a boy hunting is flattered to Jearn 
that he is the repository of all wisdom, 
skill and experience. Nothing feeds 
his ego like making a fairish shot on a 
pheasant while a boy watches wide- 
eyed and thunderstruck. Unless it’s 
seeing that boy make the shot him- 
self, employing skills gained from the 
man. 

There’s more to it than that, of 
course. 

The man is a bridge between genera- 
tions. Through him passes a legacy of 
knowledge and tradition—all that he 
holds as old and honorable. Through 
him too may pass a fierce philosophy

of the fitness of man's place in nature, 
and the conviction that the hunter has 
a far greater right to keep certain 
things than amyone else has to destroy 
them. 


In being all this, the hunter can even 
defeat time. In the boy he will nee his 
own youth — blundering and vulner- 
able, perhaps, but aflame with newness 
and sublimely confident that it will en- 
joy everything that is good, and change 
everything that isn't. 


Old skills and knowledge so routine 
to the hunter are seized eagerly by the 
boy. and vou realize that such things 
aren't old hat at all, but as young 28 
the eyes that behold them. Your an- 
cient field habits and rituals take on 
new dimensions—and Hoppe's No. 3 
begins to smell sweater than ever.
